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A Message To Hitler 


Ottawa.— The attached open letter 
to Adsiph Hitler wag written by an 
American barrister, Robert A. Moricn, 
433 South Spring street, Los Anjz_les, 
Caiifernia. It was published in a Hully- 
‘wood paper and Canadian newspapers 
have been granted the right to re- 
publish it, by the author, who states 
that he wrote it “with a desire to des- 
cribe the tragic situation that can 
arise when the personal liberties, and 


‘the natural principles of humanity and 


justice, are utraged and suppresseu 
in a nation.” 
Only a few weeks to wait, and the 


“first warm glow of Spring will touch 


the devastated lands and peoples of 
Europe. From the beginning of time. 
Herr Hitler, Spring has been nature's 
Promise to mankind—a promise of new 
beauty, new life, and renewed inspira- 
tion for trust and fellowship among 
men. 

But in this year of 1940, Spring may 
bring the fulfillment of another prom- 
ise, Herr Hitler, your promise of mutil 
ation and death for countless thous- 
ands of men, women and children. 
That is to be your Springtime contri- 
bution to the progress of the human 
race—your gift to the world as the 
leader of a national group engaged in 
spreading German culture in Europe. 

For the so-called national interests 
and honor of Germany, you have pled- 
ged a Spring harvest of Blood and 
Iron, Already, after many promises as 
easily broken as given, your Nazi war 
machine has wiolated three nations 
that were at fault only in possessing 
civilized instincts of » higher orde: 
than your own, and material resuurce 
ripe for plunder. 

As one who has known and loved tit 
German people marvelled at their gen- 
fus for the arts and sciences of civil- 
ization, revered the great names otf 
their poets and musicians, I, an Amer- 
ican citizen, have watched with sorrow 
your rise to power, and the crippling 
spirit 
and goodwill of the nation, And, yet, | 
have some understanding of the pro- 
cess by which a people can be pushed 
into the bottomless pit of fantastical 
egoism, avarice and barbarity. 

Herr Hitler, many years ago a 
shrunken little German professor nam- 
ed Nietzsche, who was to die insane 
wrote a book, In it he exalted the Ger- 
man “superman,” hailed the warrior as 
nature's supreme achievement, glor- 
ified war and the conquest of the 
weak, and preached the Will to Power 
ag Germany's highest destiny. Other 
writers invented the myth of the “sup- 
erior Aryan race,” of which Germans 
were represented to be the purest re- 
presentatives, and by that strange fic- 
tion entitled to rule the world. 

You, Herr Hitler, soared high on 
the wings of such grim fairy tales and 
promises. Day and night the propa- 
ganda of your cult of war assailed the 
national conscience of your people 
with the savage doctrines of Nietzsche, 
and the call to the race to conquer of 
Wilhelm Wirth. “God” it was pro- 
claimed, “a Nazi God, has ordained a 
world dominated by Germans; has gi- 
ven Germany a sacred mission to rule 
or destroy ‘inferior’ peoples.” 

By that revival of the law of the 
jungle, your cult gained followers, sei- 
zed power, killed, imprisoned or exiled 
all who resisted its inhuman theories 
and practices, and thus, Herr Hitler, 
by means of concentration camps, fir- 
ing squads and the headsman’s axe, 
and by unceasing deadly propaganda, 
the collective mind of many Germans 
was poisoned, deluded and paralyzed. 
The others have been silenced. 

Under your inspired guidance Ger- 
many has abolished the forms of civil- 
ized justice, and has set up the supre- 
macy of force and war as the legal 
principle of a German world order, in 
which man is doomed to live and die 
under a God-created Nazi dictator and 
a reginie of hate, greed and banditry. 

Herr Hitler, upon this planet called 
the Earth, man during his brief stay is 
beset with the perils of natural forces 
that he must combat to remain even a 
short space of time. Then, too, selfish- 
nese and vanity have incited man ag- 
ainst man in warfare. But slowly and 
surely through the ages, there has 
evolved a sense of interdependence 
among groups of men, an understand- 
ing and practice of mutual responsib- 
ility and altruism, of friendship and 
generosity, and a realization of spirit- 
ual values that came to a flowering 
in the life of the Nazarene. 

All of these precious growths, the 
fruit of the wisdom of many genera: 
tions f men—these have been denied 
and suppressed by your command. 

German children young and old have 
been taught to hate with a psycho 
pathic batred, to see only througt 


blood-shot eyes, to think only in 
terms of a single warped mind. The 
stream of energy of the German peo- 
ple has been turned aside from the 
biulding cf civilization to the sabotage 
of the structure they helped to create. 
Your cult has imposed upon its own 
and other peoples stark cruelties that 
have shocked and united against Ger- 
many the public opinion of all free ne- 
tions, 

Would you have the world belie.« 
Heir Hitler, that you and yvur group 
are the idols of the German people, a 
people bereft of all right to act or 
think for themselves, living under 
ruthless military law, hounded by a 
secret police, with the shadow of the 
executioner reaching over every home? 
A people led to economic ruin, and to 
slaughter in a senseless war? Do you 
exult in the enforced acclamations oj 
a stricken multitude? 

Think you, Herr Hitler, that 
man in his moment on Earth can blow 
out the torch of reason, or nullify the 
divine attributes of mind and scul? if 
so, I disagree with you, for after a

turns to its separate elements, 
hate, frenzy and cruelty become 
a shunned memory. 

Herr Hitler, the purpose of this mes- 
sage to you is not solely to condemn. 
For ycu | hold the same sympathy as 
for an unfortunate whose offenses ag- 
ainst humanity are the products of a 
clouded vision, Plainly is it written in 
the records of medical science that an 
abnormal ego, when charged with an 
over-powering urge to inflict suffering: 
and death upon cthers, an. borderin; 
on a reversion to primitive brutality, 
is u mental illness. Its causes and 
treatment are well known. 

Herr Hitler, let an armistice be de- 
clared. Withdraw from the govern- 
ment of your people. Let the mest 
learned physicians of Germany and 
America gather in a neutral country. 
Courageously submit yourself to them 
for study and care. The roadway to 
that rendezvous will be paved with the 
pennies of American children, and 
covered with the Spring blossoms of 
all the world, 

In teh name of the youth now living, 
whom you have promised to destroy 
this Springtime, and of the children 
who will never’ be born if your prom- 
ises of Death in the Spring shall come 
to pass, will you not grant that boon 
to mankind ?

a year of bacon and ham, With curin: 
plants taking so great a pari of Cav- 
adian production, Canada drew on sup- 
plies in the United States. Canada 
which took 303,000 pounds of fresh 
and frozen pork from the United 
States in 1935-—took 21,066,000 
pounds last year, according to the ot- 
tice of foreign agricultural relations, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. The demand will continue, it is 
expected, as long as the United King- 
dom continues to call fer deliveriss of 
Canadian cured pork,

Further to our circular letter No, 49, 
the Canadian Red Cross Society has 
received an urgent request for blank- 
ets to be used in France, either for 
the twenty-three thousand hospital 
beds for their own wounded, or for 
the tive million refugees from devast- 
ated countries to the north who are 
evonverging on Paris in their flight . 

The National Committee on Policy 
drew up the following instructions as 
to the kind of blankets for which the 
appeal is made and the method of deal- 
ing with shipments, 
Directions To Donore— 

1—This appeal is for woollen blan-

kets, not flannelette, or quilts of any 
Kind, nor any second-hand or used 
clothing, 

2--The woollen blankets may be 
new or “as good as new"; that is, no 
stained ,torn, moth-eaten or thread- 
bare blankets accepted for overseas 


shipment, 

3 li contributing both “new” and 
“used” blankets, keep them separate, 

4—Sew on each blanket a label, 
about 2" x 4", at ne corner; and mark 
it “new” or “used”. If used, state also 
if fumigated, washed or cleaned. 

5— Blankets may be of any weight, 
size ir colour; either single bed or 
double bed; either single or in pairs; 
but must be woollen, clean, and in*good 
repair. 

6—- Pack blankets in lots of 
lied together, Wrapped in clean paper, 
and ship direct to the Alberta Divis- 
ion, Canadian Red Cross Society, 17 
Customs Building, Calgary. 

7— This appeal is urgent for immed- 
iate action.

What are we to teach in our schools? 


| This ig a question which has agitated 


the minds of teachers, parents, govern- 
lents, religious bodies, and patriotic 
societies, probably ever since schools 
first began. It is a question which ag: 
itates them today. According as to how 
{t is answered, great differences in 
method exist, and in results produced, 
In fact, according as to how it is ans- 
wered, some claim. civilization, itself, 
stands or falls. ‘'o this important ques: ' 
tion we turn next, ! 
As a beginning it is enlightening to 
trace the development of our own 
school curriculum, The early pioneers 
had no great need for schooling. Lite! 
Was simple and direct. All the econom:' 
ie activities were carried on in or ab- 


| out the home. The children participat-, 


ed in these activities from early child: | 


' hood and achieved their essential ed- 


ucation in the hard school of exper: 
ience, Political life was concerned 
chiefly with local community activit- 
ies and was settled by meetings of the 
neighbors concerned. Here, too, the 
child was educated by direct contact, 
The whole tenor of life was simple; 
and direct and essentially uncomplica- 
ted. The education of the time was suf- 
time, The schoolhouse, 
where it existed, based itself upon 
Reading, Writing and Arithmetic, 
skills not easily learned without direct; 
training, 

As time went on, however, society 
grew ever more complicated, Gigantic! 
cities of strangers arose, Huge indust- 
rial and financial enterprises replaced 
the simple activities of the pioneer, 
Growing trade and communication 
bound the world ever more closely to- 
gether into one gigantic, complicated, | 
mysterious social organism, Political 
direction and control was increasingly 
removed from the local community 
and placed in some faraway capital, 
where it became concerned with mil- 
lions of people instead of with only a 


ficient to the 


few neighbors. It became manifestly} 
impossible for the child to learn the 
how and wherefore of this complex 


social order, by taking direct part in 
economic activities, More and more 
society came to depend upon the 
school to supply the lack, In response, 
the school added more and more sub 
jects to its curriculum, Yearly, the 
curriculum became more crowded 
with unrelated materials, bound to 
gether by no common ideals or aims 
Confusion resulted, Let me give but 
one example, The religious texts tend- 
ed to exalt peace and humility and 
service, while the history texts, exalt 
ed wartare, national pride 
und honor, This is but one instance ol 
many conflicting values and ideals en- 
trenched among the subjects of the old 
school. The result was compartmental 
ized minds, minds with one type ot 
response to one situation, and a dia- 
metrically opposed response to anoth- 
er situation, Confusion within the in- 
dividual, within the society to which 
he belongs, and among the _ societies 
constituting the world, followed almost 
inevitably, 

Gradually, with the growth ot 
psychological science and of educat- 
ional research these discrepancies be- 
gan to come to light. Criticisms were 
made, It was found that though the 
school was teaching ninety odd per- 
cent of the population to read, most of 
these could not read intelligently, thus 
becoming easy victims of propaganda, 
It was found that the human mind
